Youthful eloquence shines 
through dump attack 


Peterborough - Anyone who 
has read the “Blue Book” knows 
the battle to save farmland from 
the City/County’s garbage dump 
is as much about language as any- 
thing else. 

People attending the Waste 
Management Steenng Commit- 
tee (WMSC) hearings were re- 
munded of that Tuesday afternoon 
when Kali Buck, daughter of a 
farmer fighting to save his prop- 
erty, made her emouonally-sear- 
ing presentation. - 

Incomprehensible language 
and muddled thinking often find 
themselves wedded together. In 
this case, as many have pointed 
out -- including Asphodel resi- 

‘dent, David Graham, who spoke 
after Kali -- between the covers 
of Abe near best-selling “Blue 
_Book.”™ 

'  Kali’s crystalline eloquence 
got to the heart of the matter like 
a shot of adrenaline. 

“He is a farmer. If you take that 
away he will cease to exist,” she 
said of her father, Gary, who has 
been called upon to defend a fam- 
ily heritage threatened by the dis- 
tant rumble of garbage trucks. 

To uproot a family from their 
farm -- from their land -- and ask 
them to “start out on a foreign 
adventure” is a “suicide mission,” 
the grade 13 student told the hear- 
ing. 

It’s just not a “feasible plan” at 
all, she said 

Growing up in the rolling hills 
that the pioneers from Donegal 
settled in 1825, Kali says she “has 
learned a few things about what it 
means to be a farmer.” 

Not the least of which is that 
they are “proud, strong, independ- 
ent people.” 

The lifestyle, she noted, is in 
her father’s blood. 

What some see as a landfill, is 
really the “bloom of a nich herit- 
age.” Kali said. 

“To make a stable living (as a 


farmer) is just something to be 


proud of.” 

How could she explain to 
WMSC members or engineers 
what it was like after the “first 
cut” of hay was in -- how you 
could be so exHausted and yet so 
happy. 

Kali’s presentation, in the 
rhythms of its language and clar- 
ity of conviction, was a very hu- 
man challenge to an obdurately 
inhumane process. 

“This is the place where I 
learned the value of hard work, 
learned how to say goodbye and 


how to love...If you take away the 
family farm, you take away fam- 
ily values.” 

All the dreams, all the prayers, 
all the love are gone, she said. 

“Think logically, think reason- 
ably for achange,” she asked the 
WMSC. 

“Food does not come from the 
supermarket.” 

This battle, she said, is also a 
battle about the “hearts and souls 
of people.” 

*...1 thought this was a democ- 
racy, not a dictatorship. This is 
hypocrisy at its.finest. We are 
getting life for being naive.” 

‘As elected officials, she re- 
minded the WMSC, that they must 
“reflect the ideas and views of the 
community.” 

Kali wants them to reflect a 
little harder. 

“How many lives are you go- 
ing to destroy?” 

This very expensive and dis- 
heartening process will never be 
more clearly enunciated than it 
was Tuesday afternoon by Kali 
Buck -- one member of a youth- 
ful generation which stands to 
lose something it has never prop- 
erly been given a chance to in- 
herit.

“Rural Peterborough County 
is a productive living entity with 
values and lifestyles-very differ- 
ent from our friends 1n the city,” 
she said.

“There were no changes,” 
Harry Stanley said in disgust fol- 
lowing the two-hour meeting. Mr. 
Stanley, withhisson Mark, farms 
part of the 80 hectare Asphodel 
parcel that appears on the 
WMSC’s list. 

Gary Buck, whose century 
farm makes up the other portion 


of the Asphodel site, was indig- ” 


nant with the WMSC who, he 
said, would rather go on with 
“their great parade” rather than 
stand back and address the prob- 
lem of errors. 

They would rather spend 
$90,000 on each site, Mr. Buck 
said, than accept the land- 
owner's word that things like 
wetlands, watercourses and wells 
exist. 

He told the WMSC there is a 
creek running thorough the site 
that has not stopped running this 
century and a woodlot on the 
Stanley farm “right in the middle 
of the site.” 

\Mr. Buck also mentioned a well 


on Harry Stanley's farm that “is. 
well within the exclusionary dis- * 


tance and should have disquali- 
fied it.” 
Don Boyce, whose 157-year- 
old Smith Township farm is also 
on the dump shortlist, wondered 
how the consultants could tell 


whether a house was vacantornot - 


while driving by one-thousand feet 
away. 

It must have “come to you ina 
dream as youcame by,” Mr. Boyce 
said. . : 

A farmhouse under renova- 
tions on the Smith site was com- 
pletely missed in the consultants 
study.

They marked the 
streams on these miaps.” 

The measured portions of 
woodlots, Mr. Steele said.. were 


those found in the fill area and~ 


they were determined by Forest 
Resources Inventory (FRI) maps 
which define levels of woodlot 
significance. 

The map described the woodlot 
as “barren and scattered.” 

He admitted the base map “was 
established in 1979.” 

Mr. Steele didn't know when 
the initial field work was done. 

At Tuesday's hearing Mr. Scott 
argued that this natural woodland- 
wetland complex “is more than 
what I'd call scattered cedar.”

valued at up to $20,000, he said.

were new laws in place to help 
women get into non-traditional 
occupations. At an aulo-parts as- 
sembly job interview, she insisted 
the prospective employer read the 
article and comply with the law. It 
worked. She became the first 
woman'on the shop floor. Later 
she leamed the article had only 
referred to a law prohibiting ad- 
vertising for male-only positions. 

But her career as an equity 
advocate was already launched. 
She had to contend with the ab- 
sence of women’s washrooms on 
the shop floor and the attrtudes of 
men who felt that women had 
heen hired to “degrade” their jobs 

She experienced rude jokes, 
unwanted .physical contact and 
sabotage of work duties. Some 
men were decent themselves, but 
silent about the inappropniate be- 
haviour of others. Sceviour 
stresses thatwomen don'thave to 
be “one of the boys” or 
“superwomen, all things to all 
people” and it’s important toknow 
your nights 

She feels a lot of women valuc 
umion membership as an equity 
tool now and her goal is tg see all 
women welcome, safe, and re- 
spected in the workplace. 

After further leadership train- 
ing. she'became part of her local’s 
executive, aciively negotiating for 
health and safety measures. In 
1979. she yoned the OFL’s Wom- 
ers Commitice, whose focus later 
broadened te include other desig- 
nated groups: aboriginal peoples, 
persons with disabilities and ra- 
cial minorities. In 1993, she was 
among the first five women vice- 
presidents elected to the Ontari 
Federation of Labour's Execu- 
tive Board.

(NAPS) - A condition affect- 
ing the arteries you probably never 
heard of may make the difference 
bejween a long life and an early 
death. 

Peripheral Arterial Disease

risk factor for death from cardio- 
vascular disease.

Seniors may need 
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extra B vitamins 
for vascular health 


(NC)- A new study of over one 
thousand seniors aged 67-96 has 
shown that having higher blood 
levels of folate and vitamins can 
he protective against vascular dis- 
ease. 

The study, sponsored by the 
USDA Human Nutrition Research 
Centre in Boston, showed that an 
elevated level of these nutrients 
was associated with low level 
homocystemfi¢,an amino acid con- 
sidered to be an independent risk 
factor for artery disease, includ- 
ing atherosclerosis, heart attack, 
and stroke. 

Homocysteine metabolism and 
excretion are dependent on the 
presence of folate and vitamins 
B12 and B6. 


The study found that high 
homocysteine levels were found 
mostly among those subjects with 
low folate status. However, in 67 
percent of cases, a low blood 


tével of one of the threenutrients 
was associated with a high 
homocysteine level. More than 
half the subjects with low status 
of at leastone of the vitamins had 
homocysteine levels approaching 
the “danger zone”. - 


Homocysteine concentrations 
increase naturally with age, afac- 
tor accounted for in this study, 
The researchers have concluded 
that the elderly could benefit from 
a diet rich in B vitamins, and that 
government guidelines may be 
insufficient to. normalize 
homocysteine levels in this popu- 
lation. They discovered elevated 
homocysteine levels even among 
individuals who were consuming 
up to 280 meg of folate per day - 
a level higher than the current 
U.S. Reconimended Daily Allow: 
ances for 180-200 meg/day and 
Canadian Recommended Nutri 
ent Intake of 149-205 meg/day.

David Graham of Asphodel, 
citing Huron County's decision to 
release a listof 17 sites, wondered 
why the WMSC”"’sown “long list” 
of 17 wasn’t published. 

Mr. Nelson said they did this in 
1988 and “mobilized the whole 
county.” * 

Those sites were thrown out 
and the process began over again. 

He said the Ministry of the 
Environmentrecommends releas- 
ing a short list of four to seven 
sites. 

“We thought it was better todo 
that.” 

He also apologized for the $1.3 
million that has been spént so far 
and says a further $500,000 will 
be spent investigating the sites 
before they are ready to go to an 
Environmental Assessment Board 
hearing. 

He told Carolyn Donald of 
Norwood that over six years Proc- 
tor and Redfern has been paid 
between $700,000 to $800,000. 

“We realize il is an expensive 
project. Itis controlled,” Mr. Nel- 
son said. 

“The government has got to 
find a less expensive ‘and easier 
process than what we've 
got...Don't blame the consult- 
ants.” 

One audience member wanted 
to know why they did not “mine” 
the current Bensfort Road landfill 
site now used by the city of Peter- 
borough and is set to close five 
years from now. 

Mr. Steele explained that the 


experymental mining of waste in 


Ontario is actually being done at a 
site that was “never engineered or 
designed as a landfill.” 


When it is mined the waste will 
be put back in this site, he said. 
“It is more prudent to build a 


onstrate that there will be no ef- 
fects off-site from the landfilling 
operation. 

“If that can’t be done then a 
certificate of approval will not be 
granted,” he said. 

Mr. Jagger said there are “new 
technologies and new measures” 
*coming into effect all the time. 

He says the City/County site 
will “incorporate all the latest 
design technologies as we know 
and are required by the Ministry 
of the Environment.” 

Asphodel Reeve Jim Moore 
was not impre®%ed saying there 
are “at least eight toxic gases com- 
ing out of sites and all are consid- 
ered cancer-causing.” 


We have the technology to ~ 


drive a man around the moon. 
Surely to God you can do some- 
thing better than that (a landfill 
site), Mr. Moore said suggesting 
once again that incineration was 
an alternative. 


He blamed “the idiot crew in . 


Toronto.” 

County Warden Gary Stewart 
said they were “not pushing 
landfill.” ; 

If incineration were an option 
they would be looking at it, he 
said. 

“We agree with your position,” 
Mr. Nelson told Mr. Moore. “In- 
cineration has been part of our 
systems plan.” 

“We have looked at incinera- 
tion through the whole process,’ 
he said. 

Once the province imple- 
mented the incineration ban Proc- 
tor and Redfern took it out of the 
Waste Management Plan, he said. 

“We think it should be in the

Create Portable Gardens 


Container gardening 
continues to gain popularity 


for many reasons. Container _ 


gardens are portable, provid- 
ing year-round color and conti- 


nual redesigning options. They 


also work well in small spaces. 
But there are some tricks to 
container gardening. 

Get. started by analyzing 
your available space. What 

ind of sunlight and moisture 
will plants get there? For 
example, if it’s shady, you'll 
need to choose plants that will 
thrive in those conditions, like 
impatiens or hostas. Use both 
annuals and perennials. Potted 
annuals ‘arranged in a bed 
introduce variety and provide 
nearly continuous color. Or try 
dwarf orange trees or minia- 
ture roses, both of which can 
be brought indoors when cold 
weather hits. 

The containers you use make 
a difference. Certain plant 
varieties, such as. cacti, 
require shallow, porous and 
breathable containers like 
terra cotta.

or plastic pots, which tend to 
hold water. The size of the pot 
also matters; for instance, 
roses need pots two times the 
size of the root ball. Make sure 


\\ your containers have existing 
drainage holes or drill your 


own using a ceramic drill bit. 

Healthy well-balanced soil is 
critical to successful container 
gardening. Potting mixes that 
contain Canadian sphagnum 
peat moss are the best bet. 
Sphagnum peat moss is a 
natural, sustainable resource 
that retains moisture (nearly 
20 times its weight in water) 
and nutrients to promote deep 
root growth. 

Before planting, place pieces 
of wire mesh or broken pottery 
over your containers’ drainage 
holes to Keep the soil from 
washing away with every 
watering. Put enough soil in 
the bottom so when you place 
the plant inside (after gently 
loosening the roots with your 
hand), the top of the root ball is 
even with the lip of the pot.

Easy Steps to a Beautiful Lawn 


The birds are chirping, the 
weather is warm and sunny, 
and the parking lot is full at 
your local garden center. 

Fertilizer is the first thing 
people think of as they get 
outside and inspect their some- 
what yellow-looking lawn. 
Fertilizer is important, since it 
will green up your grass, but 
more importantly, it can be 
used to condition the soil 
underneath. Good, healthy soil 
encourages deep roots, which 
help fight disease and drought 
and help croud out weeds. 

You should buy a naturally- 
based fertilizer with slow- 
release organic nutrients that 
will nourish your lawn over 
several months, instead of the 
quick-green approach of pure 
chemical-based blends.

drop spreader or an inaccurate > 


broadeast spreader, 
should. consider a 
spreader. 

Besides fertilizing, here are 
some things you can do to have 
a thick, healthy lawn this 
spring: 

* Mulch your clippings. 
Leaving your clippings on your 
lawn instead of collecting them 
adds nitrogen to your soil and 
eliminates disposal problems. 
You'll alSo save time by not 
having to stop every few 
minutes to empty the bag. 


* Sharpen your blade. A 
sharp mower blade will be 
more efficient, and won't leave 
your lawn with a brown éast - 
caused by a dull blade tearing 
the grass. If you sharpen the 
blade yourself, be sure to take 
equal amounts off each side to 
sree in balance. 

ethatch and aerate. Many 
lawns that have been over 
fertilized and over watered 
have an excess amount of 
surface roots known as thatch. 
This growth must be removed 
or your lawn will literally 
choke to death by not getting 
enough air and water down to 
the roots. Clear off the thatch 
with a special rake and then 
follow up by renting a core 
aerator. This device takes 
cores or plugs out of your lawn 
to help break up hard-packed 
soil and to encourage root

Three examples are 
tall fescue for the northeast, 
buffalograss for the midwest, 
and zoysia for the south.

Bulbs are among § ardeners’ 


favorite plantS, thanks to their _ 


self-dividing _and natural 
disease and insect-resistant 
ualities. Even if you missed 
the traditional bulb planting 
season, you still can have 
glorious beds of bulbs with new 
varieties. you plant in the 
spring for -summer and fall 
blooms. / 

Before’ planting, make sure 
the areain which you want to 
plant the bulbs is sunny and 
well-drained. Use only plants 
which thrive in your region. 
Good varieties for all areas are 
daffodils, grape hyacinths and 
Brest -type tulips. 

e most important -step 
before planting is to properly 
amend your soil. Most soil 
contains too much sand or clay 
and needs to be amended wit 
Canadian .sphagnum peat 
moss: Sphagnum peat’s unique 
cell structure gives it excep- 
tional water-, nutrient- and 
air-holding capacities to prom- 
ote pone root growth and 
healthy plants. 


If you’re amending an exist- 
ing bed, dig 2 to 3 inches of 
sphagnum peat into the top & 
inches of the soil. If you're 
creating a new bed specifically 
for your bulbs, dig out any 
existing sod first (you can use 
the sod in areas of your lawn 
that need patching}. Then, dig 
a hole -5 to 8 inches deep - 
depending on the bulb sizes 
you're planting - saving tHe soil 
on a tarp. 

In general, bigger bulbs 
require 8-inch deep planting 
holes, while smaller bulbs are 
planted 5 inches deep. If you're 
planting a variety of bulb sizes, 
dig tb the point required by the 
largest bulbs. Combine one- 
third peat moss to the amount 


“of garden soil on the tarp, and 


put 1 to 2 inches of the newly- 
amended soil into the hole.

Adult Moose Tag Draw 


applications deadline 
May 16 


The deadline for applications 
for the 1994 adult moose valida- 
tion tag draw is fast approaching. 

“The selective harvest has 
helped the moose population to 
continue to increase, and the draw 
is an important part of the man- 
agement*process,”” Mr. Hampton 
said. “ MNR works diligently each 
year to ensure the draw works 
effectively and fairly forall appli- 
cants.”” 

To be eligible for the draw, 

applications must reach the post 
office box indicated on the back 
of the application form by 4:30 
p.m. on Monday, May 16, 1994. 
Applications will also be accepted 
at local MNR district or area of- 
fices. 
Hunters can obtain an application 
tion for the draw by purchasing a 
1994 moose licence from a_li- 
cence issuer. You must have a 
hunting version of the Outdoors 
Card or a temporary hunting Out- 
doors Card in order to purchase a 
moose licence. 

Introduced in 1993, the moose 
tag draw is designed to give hunt- 
ers who are in the same pool, who 


apply. for the same sex of animal, 
season, and wildlife management 
unit (WMU), exactly” the same 
chance of success in the draw. In 
‘some WMU’s it is possible for a 
hunter toreceive a tag every year. 
In WMU’s where the number of 
applicants is consistently higher 
than the tags available, it is possiz 
ble for a hunter to go a number of 
years without getting a tag. 

Any hunter who fails to get an 
adult moose tag in the draw, may 
apply for a surplus tag in another 
WML. In 1993, there were 2,822 
surplus tags available. As well, 
anyone with a moose-hunting li- 
cence 1s permitted to harvest a 
calf moose. 

This year, there are 25,140 
validation tags available in 68 
wildlife management units. In 
1993, there were 96,330 appli- 
cants for the draw. 


The odds from last year’ sdraw, 
as well as this year’s season dates 
and tag quotas, are listed in the 
Moose Hunter's Fact Sheet - 1994, 
available at MNR district and area 
offices and licence issuers.

Stress has the ability to make 
other disabilities seem more pro- 
nounced.

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Simple Steps to Better Bulbs 


Few moments in life are as 
welcome as the first sign of 
spring, when the green shoots 
of fall planted bulbs first pop 
up out of the ground. They 
promise spectacular beauty, 
which they deliver. Your hard 
work last fall planting tulips, 
narcissi, crocuses and other 
bulbs will be richly rewarded 
with glorious blooms. 

While you're enjoying the 
view it’s a good time to think 
ahead to next year’s blooms. 
Some simple steps taken now 

can pay off with a yard full of 
beautiful bulb flowers - for 
many springs to come. \ 

Give “naturalized” bulbs & 
spring energy boost. The term 
naturalized refers to bulbs that 
are left in the ground to return 
year after year. Some are 
better “‘returners”’ than 
others. Most tulips, for exam- 
ple, are,smagnificent their first 
year of bloom, but diminish 
over time. On tHe other hand, 
narcissi, such as daffodils, will 
not only return, but multiply 
over the vears. 

When the first shoots appear 
in spring, naturalized bulbs 
appreciate a shot of a high 
nitrogen liquid fertilizer. The 
young shoots crave nitrogen. 
Mixed in water according to 
label directions, the nutrients 
can be absorbed through the 
plant's leaves as well as the 
roots 


When the-blooms of spring 
bulbs ,in garden beds have 
faded, cut the flower heads off, 
but leave the green foliage. 

ib growers in 
Holland call it “‘heading” the 
bulb. By removing the flower, 
the plant will expend no effort

makeing seed pods. It will put 
its energy into building a 
strong, healthy bulb for next 
year’s bloom. This technique is 
especially helpful- for tulips, 
but is labor intensive and best 
confined to bulbs in the bed and 
border. For naturalized bulbs, 
say a whole field of daffodils, 
it’s not worth the effort. Natur- 
al is natural. 

If bulbs are growing in the 
lawn, hold off mowing the lawn 


until the naturalized bulbs die 
back. For a good return next 
season, it’s necessary to let the 
foliage remain for six weeks. 
This is usually not a problem 
for very early bulbs, such as 
crocus. However, for later 
blooming daffodils, six weeks 
may be too long to let the lawn 
grow. In that case, mow them 
down,. and next fall confine 
your * ‘daffs”’ to a more margi- 
nal area of the yard.

The pond 
should be placed where it will 
get spp omnes six hours of 
sunlight per day 


While you can. place your- 


pond anywhere, it is not 
recommended to place it 
directly under trees, since fall- 
ing leaves can foul the water 
and tree roots will make 
digging diffucult. 

Using a heavy garden hose 
or a rope, free-form your pond 
design to conform to your 
landscaping scheme. 

When constructing your 
pond, dig both a shallow area 
and a deep area. Fish will feed 
on insects in the shallow area, 
and it is the ideal place for 
potted plants such as lilies. 

Deadrced area will provide 
security for your fish and 
protect them from birds and 
small animals. Depending on 
your climate, the deep area of 
your pond should be anywhere 
from 24 to 40 inches, and the 
shallow area from 4 to 12 
inches. , 

After digging out your pond 
location, line the ground with 
sand, carpet padding or even 
old newspapers, before install- 
ing the liner. This will protect 
the liner against sharp, prot- 
ruding objects such as roots 
and rocks.

“This is a fact and not opin- 
ion,” Dr. Swales said. 

“Increased traffic flow, more 
vehicles and traffic pattern dis- 
ruptions, will necessarily increase 
the number of accidents,” he says. 

“This is a statistical certainty. 
The greater the amount of traffic 
the greater the volume of acct- 
dents.” 

He says it would make more 
sense to try to decrease the impact 
on public safety by insuring in- 
creased traffic and traffic disrup- 
tions affect the fewest number of 
County residents.

Dr. Swales admits there is “no 
perfect solution” but the key is 
minimizing the dangers. 

“The sad fact is some people 
are going to be hurt,” he says. 

“It is essential the WMSC en- 
sures that potential problems and 
disasters cause disruption for the 
fewest number of residents. Se- 
lecting a site with as few as possi- 
ble affected residents both in the 
immediate area and the down- 
stream watershed is an absolute 
must.” 

“It is too late to go back after 
problems begin,” Dr. Swales 
warned. —

D-Day Memories of Madoc 
Vv resident Don Forestell 


As the 50th anniversary of D- 
Day approaches memones of the 
time are sull very vivid for Madoc 
resident Don Forestell. 

Forestell was a nfleman with 
the Queens Own Rifle. He was 
one of ten that arrived in England 
just LOdays before the invasion to 
reinforce the regiment. 

Thinking back, he said he re- 
called having bacon and eggs for 
breakiast the moming they left to 
invade. Once the invasion unit 
was in the channel they sat for 10 
days to two weeks betore they 
actually invaded. 

On the day of the invasion, 
June 6, 1944 Forestell said the 
seas were very rough which made 
the landing craft look “like corks 
in the water”. 

As his landing craft carrying 
33 men made its way to the beach Se 
it became disabled and the com- a 
pany had to abandon the craft and sl 
wade into shore: 

After making it to shore the 
company had drifted offcourse 
and were faced with the obstacle 
of asea wall. Attempts toscalethe 
wall were tumed back and luckily 
the company found a hole which 
they were able to crawl through, 
Forestell said. Though it was a 
difficult landing for his company, 
Forestell said they were luckier 
than another landing craft which 
landed in front of a German pill 
box which took pul a lot of a 
platoon. 

Thinking back on the time, 
Forestell said he remembers be- 
me in the town and witnessing .
